PARIS, Nov. 25 (#—Riot troops 
and police broke up a teen-age 
demonstration against Britain and 
the United States today as British 
Prime Minister Macmillan held 
inconclusive talks here over Tuni- 
sian arms.

about 300 young men, many ir 
leather jackets, attempted to 
march on the U.S. Embassy near 
the Place de la Concorde. 

The authorities had been warned 
to expect possible riots by signs 
splashed on walls overnight by two 
rightist parties declaring, “The 
British and Americans have given 
arms to the Algerian rebels via 
Tunisia.” 

Heavy rings of police and troops 
had been thrown about the British 
and U.S. embassies shortly after 
Macmillan flew in from London to 
begin his talks with French offi- 
cials. 

Almost as soon as the youths 
began converging, the police 
moved in with their clubs. About 
100 of the demonstrators were 
bundled into police vans. The re- 
mainder were herded into the cen-

The Europeans are sympathetic, | 


too, with the difficult position we 
ar in. The British are especially 
occasionally, out of purely prag- 
matic self-interest reasons, sup- 
port ruthless dictators like Franco 
in Spain, Batista in Cuba and, for 
a long time, Peron in Argentina.

Just to be anticommunistic, as 
one European pointed out, is not 
to have a policy. We work and 
trade with some and have diplo- 
mats in some Communist coun- 
tries. But others are not recog- 
nized. 


Error 


Another error, in the eyes of 
Europeans, is that we seem to 
acsuice that all communism 1s 
imposed. It was forced upon the 
present satellite countries. But the 
Chinese, if they did not welcome 
Mao Tse-tung, did not resist. We 
fail to keep in mind that more 
than ha:f the world’s population 
cannot read or write and doesn’t 
know anything about ideologies as 
s h—either democracy or com- 
munism. To them the past Co- 
lonial rule of the Dutch, the Eng- 
lish, the French or any other 
country, was ‘“‘democracy.” And 
so they did ’t like it. To many 
millions of wretched, illiterate 
peop! communism is a faith 
c |, with many, quite literally re- 
places religion.

The Oppenheimer empire con- 
trolled a substantial part of the 
world’s gold production, and ex- 
panded into uranium, copper, coal, 
platinum, zinc, real estate, explo- 
sives, milling, cold storage, engi- 
neering. 

The financier was knighted ‘n

Under the French proposal the 
NATO scientific foundation would 
undertake a massive job of trans- 
lating all scientific papers into the 
various NATO languages so that 
there would be a wider dispersal 
of available knowledge. 

This is understood to be one of 
the major deficiencies at the pres- 
ent time. If the French idea is 
accepted, any qualified scientist 
who has a paper relevant to the 
defense of the Atlantic community 
would be sure of having it circu- 
lated to experts in his field of in- 
quiry throughout the North Atlan- 
tie countries.

No ‘Tranquilizers’ 


From Dr. Teller! 


Florida’s Sen. George Smathers, ad- 
dressing the Atlanta Rotary Club yester- 
day, declared the American people do not 
want “tranquilizing statements” about this 
country’s military situation and its lag 
in scientific education and _ technical 
progress. 

And if they expected to get “tran- 
quilizing statements,” they got none from 
Smathers nor from the opening day's 
testimony in the Johnson subcommittee 
hearings in Washington. There Dr. Ed- 
ward Teller, chief architect for the hy- 
drogen bomb, elaborated on his Sunday 
statement that the United States has lost 
a “battle more important and greater than 
Pearl Harbor” in lagging behind the Rus- 
sians in science. 


If the present pace of missile develop- 
ment is continued, Dr. Teller warned, 
“there is no doubt that Russia will leave 
us behind—and way behind.” 


Opening witness in the broad Senate 
inquiry into the VU. S. missile program, 
the top nuclear scientist declared that 
Russia has been able to make tremendous 
advances because of willingness to take 
risks, to gamble in untried fields where 
there was no certainty the money spent 
would bring concrete results. It is his 
opinion that the Reds, because of this 
willingness, have or will soon have the 
intercontinental ballistic missile. 


In this contest for the future, Dr. Teller 
further warns us, the nation with the best 
scientists will control the future. And to- 
day the Russians are turning out scientists 
and engineers at a much greater rate than 
are we. 

These are the facts which must be 
brought home to the American people. 
Only if they know the truth will public 
opinion sustain—even force—the pro- 
grams necessary for their own survival. 

As a result of the progress they are 
making, the Russians have launched a 
worldwide propaganda and economic 
drive aimed at their age-old dream of 
world domination. Until we overcome 
their lead, the war of nerves will be in- 
tensified. 

The day when we can afford to be 
apathetic and complacent is past. As Vice 
President Nixon said Sunday, the new 
Soviet threat can be beaten back only at 
the price of “sacrifice and patient en- 
durance” by Americans. 

So let’s have the facts and get on with 
the remedies!

Long County Needs Aid 
In Cleaning Up Vice 


Flagrant violations of gambling and 
liquor laws in Long County as reported 
by Constitution reporters Jack Nelson and 
Charles Moore are part of a long and con- 
tinuing story in that county. 

In spite of efforts at cleanups by state 
law enforcement agents, the vices continue 
to rage in wide-open disregard of the 
law. Slot machines were found in 10 es- 
tablishments and whisky was available in 
places picked at random in this legally dry 
county. Beer was being sold at places 
where the state revenue commissioner 
had revoked licenses for violations of the 
law. 

A lot of good people in Long County 
do not approve of what is going on. They 
set up a Long County Good Government 
League and for a while achieved some suc- 
cess in fighting gambling and other law 
violations. They have appealed to the state 
for help and have attempted to elect offi- 
cials interested in enforcing the law. 

Many of the victims are soldiers, as 
was the case in Liberty County which The 
Constitution also exposed. 

Wherever such conditions exist and 
where local law enforcement breaks down, 
the state has a duty to assist the decent 
people in cleaning up. 

These nests of vice and crime which 
are known to exist are a blot on the good 
name of the state. They must be elimi- 
nated.

The proposal that a 150-acre park be 
developed for public use on the Atlanta 
side of Lake Lanier is splendid as far as 
it goes. The only reservation is that a 150- 
acre park seems far.too small for a metro- 
politan area whose population is expected 
to pass two million in 50 years. 

Suggested by the Metropolitan Plan- 
ning Commission, the park idea takes into 
consideration the recreation needs of an 
urban area which will become increas- 
ingly congested. Such mass facilities as 
would be made available would go far 
toward providing recreational oppor- 
tunities required by an industrial region 
such as Atlanta is becoming. 

Three counties at present seem inter- 
ested—Fulton, DeKalb and Gwinnett. 
Authorities in those counties, including 
the municipal governments also con- 
cerned, should investigate to the fullest 
the possibility of such a development and 
on a bigger scale. Why not undertake a 
thousand acres? 

Development of a lake park and rec- 
reation area within a few minutes’ drive 
of Atlanta would be another asset in 
building the community into a better and 
more desirable place to live.

Nothing is more discussed by the public, and less understood, 


than the coming American ballistic missile. 


So say the engineer- 


scientists who are making it and the military men who'll be em- 


ploying it. 


Popular impression No. 1: 


Development of the great 


missile is now proceeding slowly—perhaps inexcusably so. 


The fact: On the contrary, it 
is moving with astonishing speed. 
Experts deep in the production 
push agree with the official 
Washington expectation that the 
United States will be in position 
to begin manufacturing operation- 
al intermediate-range ‘around 
1,500 miles) missiles by next 
year. 

This means that—after a late 
start—the whole act of creation, 
from first sketches on the draft- 
ing boards to final placement of 
completed weapons, will have 
been accomplished in about half 
the time traditionally required for 
such less-revolutionary military 
items as new-model bombing 
planes.

Be it noted that the big Rus- 
sian missiles, likewise, are now 
presumably of a primitive sort. 
Thus the U.S.-U.S.S.R. missile 
race will be no four or five-year 
sprint but a marathon which 
promises to strain the resources 
of both nations indefinitely. 

To put this technology into 
perspective, consider first what 
a “‘perfect’”’ missile might be like: 

Once manufactured, it would 
stand ‘in permanent readiness, 
like a rifle bullet. 

Unlike manned bombers, clus- 
tered on vulnerable airfields, each 
perfect missile would have its 
own little launching platform, 
portable, nearly undiscoverable 
and hundreds of miles from its 
nearest neighbor—hence relatively 
invulnerable to attack. 

This ideal missile could be 
tended by a handful of men, one 
of them always on hand to push 
the button in case of need. | 

If fired, it would unfailingly 
hit its precise target. 

The first crop of great mis- 


siles—Thor or Jupiter, Atlas or 


Titan—will not measure up to a 
single one ‘of these standards. 
This is not to say that they will 


be inconsequential weapons. Nor 


should it be concluded that their 

creators are doing a bad job. 

But the inescapable fact is that 

rocketry is, merely in the first 

phase of what promises to be a 

rapid but painful evolution.

U.S. Backs Down 
On Tax Order 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (UP) — 
The Internal Revenue Service re- 
versed itself tonight, announcing 
that taxpayers will not be required 
to itemize their expense accounts 
on their 1957 federal income tax 
forms. 


Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Russell C. Harrington said the re- 
quirement was dropped because it 
was announced so close to the 
April 15 filing deadline and “‘would 
place too great a burden on many 
taxpayers.” 


NEXT YEAR 


Harrington warned, however. 
that taxpayers should keep accu- 
rate records on their expense ac- 
counts starting Jan. 1 “‘so that for 
1958 and later years they will be 
in a position to supply expense ac- 
count information’’ to the govern- 
ment, 


The tax chief also said taxpay- 
ers would be required to follow the 
customary practice of attaching to 
their returns a separate listing of 
deductible expenses for which they 
received no reimbursement from 
their employers. This applies prin- 
cipally to self-employed persons. 

When the 1957 tax forms were 
first issued, a newsman noted a 
new line for listing expense ac- 
count receipts. He was told that it 
was designed to force taxpayers to 
itemize all their deductible eX: | 
penses. 


SAME AS BEFORE 


The service, however, issued a | 


statement on Nov. 8, insisting that 
the regulations for the 1957 re- 
turns were the same as in recent 
years. 


But tax officials later told the 
United Press the first interpreta- 
tion was correct. They said all ex- 
pense receipts had to be listed on 
the new forms even if the taxpay- 
er merely was reimbursed week- 
by-week for small out-of-pocket ex- 
penses. 

That produced howls of dismay 


from smaller taxpayers who had 
not itemized their expenses for the 
past year and brought protests 
from se v er al congressmen.

GBS JOINED 


A British Interplanetary Society 
was founded a year or two after 
the American Rocket Society. It 
is now the second largest of the 
rocket societies. George Bernard 
Shaw was one of its members. 

The German Society for Space 
Travel had experimentation as its 
goal and even knew where to be- 
gin. The first job was to develop 
a device which was called the 
rocket moter. The liquid fuel 
rockets as envisaged by Oberth 
were to burn a liquid fuel, such 
as gasoline, with liquid oxygen. 
To do this both liquids had to be 
fed separately into a combustion 
chamber and ignited at the in- 
stant of mixing. 


MOTORS BLOW UP 


Since this was something that 
had never been done before, quite 
a number of things went wrong. 
Valves froze shut and refused to 
open (or to close) at the proper 
moment: Rocket motors blew up 
with a noise like an exploding 
hand grenade. Once in a while 
they worked. It was evidently 
just a question of plugging, if we 
did it often enough we would 
learn how to do it right. 

One major problem was that 
the flame often burned its way 
out of the rocket motor. A cooling 
jacket full of cold water helped. 
In the end we had a nice rocket 
motor, made of aluminum, which 
was reasonably reliable. When 
visitors asked how we called it 
we had to disappoint them. That 
was the motor, period. 

Oh, yes, privately we called it 
“the egg.” That was its shape 
and it was about the size of a 
goose egg. 

LITTLE PARACHUTE 

Trouble with the egg was that 
it usually burned up, even with 
cooling water, after a 30-second 
run. But 30 seconds was enough

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| PICTURE-MAKING’S NO SNAP WITH ANGRY BOAR AS SUBJECT |

Walter and Sue Griffin came up from Jackson- 
ville to see the Tech-Florida game and while the 
gals discussed football, Walter and I talked hunt- 
ing. That, is, I believe, what the 
boys in the back room called a 
switcharoo. But we didn’t mind. 
We let the gals map out team 
strategy for Dodd and Wood- 
ruff, while we rode the Conti- 
nental Divide, slogged through 
Florida swamps and fished the 
reefs on the rim of the Carib- 
bean Sea. 

Walter decided that the most 
unusual and not the least haz- , 
ardous hunt he and I ever had 
together was after wild boars in 


hunt with us. 


Charies Etliots ; 
the jungles of Great Abaco Island, in the upper 


Bahamas. The island is built on limestone and the 
creatures inhabiting it grow to tremendous size, 
with big bones, and in the cdse of the boars they 
develop rapier tusks which could pass for a Turk- 
ish scimitar. 


——- — 


Outside of Bimini and Nassau, 
Americans are acquainted with the Bahama Is- 
lands, which stretch for almost a thousand miles 
along the Atlantic deeps from the Dominican Re- 
public to Walker Cay, almost a hundred miles 
east of Stuart, Fla. The Upper Bahama group, in 
which Great Abaco is included, is a chain of un- 
cut emeralds, strung out along the Great Bahama 
Banks. Of coral and linmestone formation, some 
of them rise 50 and 60 feet above the wash of the 
tide. On some of the isolated islands, the natives 
live in grass and palmetto huts, fish for their 
food and are almost as primitive as they were a 
hundred years ago. 

Gus Adderley told us that the boars on his 
island were descendants of wild pigs that pirates 


Stan Griffin, Walter and I flew down from 
Walker Cay to Great Abaco in Stan’s amphibian, 
anchored in a cove and one of the natives sculled 


out in his bateau to pick us up. He told us that

had stocked there more than two centuries ago, as 
a source of food. Gus was a hunter of wild pigs 
and got his livelihood from the hams, bacon and 
other pig products which he sold or swapped to 


the fishing natives who craved a change in diet. 

After 20 minutes in the steaming jungle, 
neither Stan, Walter nor I had a dry thread on 
us. We quickly consumed the gallon of ice water 
Stan had brought along and after that lay on 
our faces and drank out of the hog. wallows with 
Gus and the three mongrel dogs that made up 
his wild boar pack. We caught two pigs and lost 
another that led us on a dizzy chase through 
thickets so woven with wild vines that when we 
stumbled on the rough limestone surface and lost 
our balance, we wouldn’t fall but hang suspended 


in the air.

Late in the afternoon we jumped our largest 
boar of the day. The race covered a wild mile or 
more back and forth across the rocky backbone 
of the island, before the big animal backed into 
a clump of brush and refused to run any further 

Wheezing like a faulty steam valve, I got on 
my hands and knees to make a picture of the 
boar at bay. When my flash bulb went off, the | 
animal turned from the dogs to lunge at me. The 
huge Gus fell on him through the tangle, swing- 
ing his machete. I would have liked a picture of 
that, but both the camera and I were too busy 
scuttling out of there. 

Gus stopped the boar with his razored ma- 
chete, and with the animal still slashing at him 
and missing his face by inches with those curved 
tusks, he bound and hauled the pig out of the 
thicket.

The 384-pound buck killed in the Piedmont area of Georgia 
recently by Jeff Strickland of Macon is probably the largest deer 
(weight-wise) ever taken in Georgia. 

But the rack on this heavyweight had only 12 
points, and Outdoor Life’s Charlie Elliott has rec- 
ords of a 15-point, 308-pounder killed in 1954 in 
Georgia. 

Strickland’s kill last Wednesday was around 
8 o’clock in the morning, and he made i with 
a 16-gauge shotgun. 

Of the 116 deer reported killed on open hunts 
in north Georgia this month, four were eight- 
pointers weighing at least 200 pounds. 

These were bagged by Frank McKinney, Clay- 
ton; J. C. Boggs, Decatur; Charles Potts, Glen- 
dale, and Henry Brown, Warren, N.C.

Ashmore retraced developments 
leading up to the integration 
crisis at Little Rock and said 
Faubus’ action in calling out the 
state troops to prevent integration 
of the school nullified the order 
of a federal court.

She is so wrapped 
up in baby clothes and stuff all 
the time that we hardly ever 
really talk to each other. 


I can easily understand why 
you cannot whip up much en- 
thusiasm for the coming baby, 
and I do think your mother is 
adding to the problem unneces- 
sarily. Even though you may 
be jealous and unreasonable, 
your mother is partly to blame 
because she should still have 
some time to spend with you as 
she has done in the past. Since 
I feel you are both wrong it 
seems the only solution is for 
you both to change. 


Your mother should not drop 
her former interest in you and 
your activities. And, if the com- 
ing baby will make her happy, 
you should be glad about it for 
her sake. You see, your outside 
activities are bound to take 
more and more of your time, 
and in three or four years you 
may be married and living 
away from home, perhaps many 
miles away. 

So, if mom has this small 
child te keep her occupied, she 
will be less lonely when that 
time comes. The baby will fill 
a void in her life and I’m sure 
you want her to be happy. Why 
not talk this over with your 
mother and try te arrive at a 
happier, more adult relation- 
ship?

But He Reads Well Till He Comes to Word He Doesn’t Know

Psychiatrist Reports 
On Child’s Reading 


Strange things come to this desk. Now it is a 12- 
page typed report on Ronnie, a little boy in the second 
grade in Detroit who had so-called psychiatric help 


because he couldn’t read. The 
help extended over a period of 
seven months. The report is that 
of his helper, a woman. 

The interviews, condensed, 
are given in chronological or- 
der: 

1. Ronnie said he likes school, 
but didn’t like spelling. “You 
know why? Because I can’t 
spell.” 

2. Ronnie modeled clay. “Ev- 
erything had handles added to 
it,” the report says ominously. 
He also played with the doll 
family, killing off: several but 
always saving the nurse doll, 
with whom his helper identified 
herself. 

3. Ronnie painted a strip of 
grass, a black cloud, a. red sun, 
and some green in the corner. 
He said it was a tornado. He 
also painted a rainbow and 
called it pretty, although his 
helper wrote that it wasn’t. 

4. Ronnie’s mother came to 
confer. She said Ronnie cut his 
first teeth at nine months, 
walked at one year, was toilet- 
trained at two years, likes na- 
ture, coloring, and _ stories, 
helps around the house, and 
reads well until corrected on 
“a word he doesn’t know.” He 
then loses interest. Ronnie’s 
mother made him feel inferior. 
5. Ronnie did “a purely scrib- 
ble drawing.” Then he painted. 
Then he found the family dolls 
and said, “Oh, I was supposed 
to play with the family.” 
Final report (excerpts): Ron- 
nie has shown that he “can 


read” although at times “he 


pretends he can’t,” but is still 
basically immature. . . . Al- 
though much has been accomp- 
lished, he stil] has not fully de- 
veloped a pattern of behavior 

and needs more opportunity to 
test his newly acquired way ot 
acting. . More contacts with 
the mother will be needed to 
help her understand Ronnie and 
help him. More, also, should be 
found out about the father’s role 
in Ronnie’s life, an area which 
has not been explored to. date.

Whittles -’ 
The Middle

Teen-agers — curves with a 
slim, supple waist make for 
pulchritude but those same 
curves with a thick waist, make 
the word bulkritude. 


There is just one way to 
achieve a neat, sweet waist, 
and that is to swing into exer- 
cise that whittles the middle. 
Once you get into the spirit of 
things, exercise is fun as well 
as slimming. 


Music gives a lift, so turn on 
a tune for a rhythm slimming 
session. But girls, it won’t help 
much to frolic through the rou- 
tine in a hit or miss way. You'll 
get the best results with pre- 
cision movements, directing the 
line of pull through the bulges. 
LONG-STEMMED LOOK 

Start with an upstretch, and 
p-u-l-l your waist up out of your 
hips, and your ribs out away 
from your waistline. This is the 
way to get that long-stemmed 
look through the middle.

Holding the up-pull, give this 
ballerina streamliner your best 
effort:

Hold the twist 
and bend to the sideback, pull-

Now do a quarter twist 
at the waist from the other side, 
bend to the sideback, then follow 
through with a forward bend.

Gross, Furrier Says

NEW YORK, Nov. 25 (P—A California furrier 
who wants to buy into the fashion house of Christian 
Dior predicts he will do these things: 


Own part of the famous firm 
by 1958. 

Glarnorize the American fash- 
ion industry. 

Put women in fur from nylons 
to negligees. 

This would-be American in 
Paris is Robert Rice, 37-year- 
old director of the Cabona 
Nutria Research Co. of Los 
Angeles, an industrial engineer, 
native of Cleveland and father 
of three. He’s also good-looking, 
blonde, blue-eyed and dimpled. 
He sports a crew cut, loves 
football and men’s fashions, and 
does not speak French. 
$7 MILLION 

Rice says he has offered seven 
million dollars for 25 per cent 
or more of Dior stock. He ex- 
pects to close the deal after 
Dec. 23, he said. 

Why Rice’s interest in Dior? 
“To promote fur,” he said 
frankly in New York on his re- 
turn from Europe. “Dior is the 
most powerful name in fashion 
and can dictate the use of fur. 
I want to put fur on everything 
—evening gowns, house dresses, 
negligees, stockings.”’ 


If he becomes a Dior policy | 


maker, he plans to set up a 
salon in the Los Angeles area,

25 FUR COATS 


A former magazine layout art- 
ist, she designs and sews her 
own clothes, has 25 fur coats 
which she trades in for new 
models each season.

Would she wear Dior models 


if hubby becomes a_ stock- 
holder? 
“Definitely not,” said Rice 


before she could answer. “If we 
get stock in Dior, that’s ALL 
we'l' get.” 

He would not become a board 
director in the firm “because 
I’m too busy to do it justice. 
And I'd never attempt to run 
the place myself. I’m neither 
artistic nor an expert on wom- 
en's dresses. But I’d love to 
take over the business end for 
a year. I'd guarantee that with- 
in five years, I could double 
the gross income made when 
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Dior was alive.” The 5l-year- 
old fashion expert died Oct. 23. 

Last week, a spokesman for 
textile tycoon Marcel Boussac, 
who backs the establishment, 
denied doing business with Rice. 

“I'm surprised he would deny 
it,” said the furrier. “‘Boussac 
was away, but we met with his 
lieutenants and he certainly 
okayed that meeting. They were 
receptive and treated us won- 
derfully. 

“These negotiations are not 
new. i met Dior three years 
ago and discussed a deal then. 
Fur was a big thing in his 
mind,”’ he’ added. 

Rice, who started fur breed- 
ing as a hobby, also had this 
to say: 

About Yves St. Laurent, the 
21-year-old Algerian-born suc- 
cessor to Dior—‘‘He’s an artist, 
but his age is against him. He 
needs seasoning.”

And there are plenty of other places to have your name listed. 
A friend of mine once sought lodging with an elegant but poverty- 
ridden family in Washington. They prided themselves on being 
careful about the paying guests they took in, and when he had 
seen the dingy little room and had persuaded himself to take it, 
the owner asked for his references. 

“Surely you know somebody in the Social Register?” she asked. 

He shook his head dismally. 

“Well, how about the phone directory?” she asked hopefully. 

He shook his head. 

“The city directory?” she asked desperately. 

He shook his head. He was an absolute newcomer to town. 

“You can pay a week's rent in advance, can’t you?” the lady 
asked in a voice that shook. 

He could manage that—and that, it seemed, would suffice.

& Bradstreet, for instance. There are girls who like to think their 
names and telephone numbers are enshrined on the telephone pads, 
if not in the hearts, of many an eligible bachelor.

In my childhood I can remember that Muv’s face was wreathed 
with smiles when a hobo from the railroad confided to her that 
she was on the hoboes’ sucker list.

Every hungry hobo who got off a train anywhere near 
Creola, Ala., came unerringly to our kitchen door and, no matter 
how short provisions were, something was handed out. But instead 
of being embarrassed or annoyed that she was picked as a fall 
guy, Muv was delighted. To have anybody, even a bum, say that 
she had a kind heart and made a good pie was distinction enough.

Talk of Turkey, 
All the Fixings 


By VIRGINIA DYSARD 
Constitution Food Editor 
Our ancestors were good and wise 
men. They began this country with 
hard work and abundant faith. We of 
today who reap the benefits of these 
rough, rugged individuals like to re- 
member them in some way. And so 
each Thariksgiving while we are thank- 
ing we remember our fathers of long 
ago. 


The turkey is but one wise example 
handed down to us by the first Ameri- 
cans. This bird has become a must on 
every family’s Thanksgiving table, not 
just because it pleased the taste, but be- 
cause of the heritage which we have 
gratefully accepted. 


Though modern times have changed 
the capturing of the bird, the cleaning, 
and the cooking, they have not changed 
the good eating which is reflected in the 
sight and smell of the golden brown 
turkey. 


A Thanksgiving dinner of turkey, 
dressing, lobster bisque, corn en *cas- 
serole and green peas needs only a har- 
vest cranberry salad and a coconut 
grapefruit pie or pumpkin pie to round 
out a perfect meal. 


This dinner offers a variety of col- 
ors as well as flavors. And to make an 
outstanding Thanksgiving dinner even 
more interesting, some of these dishes 
are a little out of the ordinary. 


Not too often is it that lobster bisque 
is served or a casserole to top this corn 
dish. When grouped with a turkey and 
cranberry salad this meal will be one 
the family will chatter about until aft- 
a they have eaten the Christmas tur- 

ey. 

Now that turkey is so plentiful and 
is served much more often than in past 
days, a Thanksgiving bird with a little 
different flavor will be accepted 
gratefully by the family. 


This recipe takes a little more time 
to prepare, but the turkey flavor is dif- 
ferent from that to be had at the down- 
town restaurant. 


ROAST TURKEY 
One 14 to 15-pound turkey 


STUFFING 


2 quarts chestnuts 1 large yellow onion, 
l cup o finely chopped 
6 cups chicken stock 1 tsp. chopped parsley 
or water 1 tsp. chopped chives 
3 slices white bread \% tsp. dried thyme 
% cup milk Salt, pepper 
1 Ib. sausage meat 


FOR ROASTING 


2 tbisps, butter l cup port wine 


1, Ib. salt pork 
To prepare the stuffing for the turkey make 
a slit in the shell of each chestnut on the flat 
side with a sharp knife. Put into a shallow pan 
with one cup of oil and cook in & hot oven at 400 
degrees for five minutes. 


Remove, and when cool enough to handle 
take off the shells and inner skin. Cook in chicken 


stock or water until soft, about 20 to 30 minutes. 
Soak three slices of bread in milk in a large mix- 


ing bowl. Fry one pound of sausage meat until 
browned, Remove with a slotted spoon and put 
into the bowl. 


Saute one large, finely chopped, yellow onion. 
Drain the chestnuts and put through a strainer. 
Combine onion, sausagé fat, 1 teaspoon of chopped 
parsley, 1 teaspoon of chopped chives, 42 easpoon 
dried thyme, salt and pepper in the mixing bowl. 


Put stuffing into the turkey and secure with 
small skewers and string. Spread two table- 
spoons of softened butter all over the turkey. 
Cover the breast and legs with thin slices of 
salt pork. Place breast side up on a rack in a 
roasting pan and put some slices of salt pork 
over the back. Cover with aluminum foil. 


Roast in a moderate oven at 350 degrees for 
about 15 minutes to the pound. An hour before 
the turkey is due to be done, remove the alu- 
minum foil. Put one cup of port wine into the 
pan and baste every 15 minutes with the pan 
juices. A turkey is done when the juices which 


follow a fork placed in the leg come out clear, 
or when a meat thermometer inserted in the leg 
registers 190 degrees. 


LOBSTER BISQUE 


2 thisps. quick-cooking 3 cups milk 
tapioca 1 cup light cream 
1% tsps. salt or top milk 
1, tsp. pepper 1 cup (5- to 6-oz. can) 


% tsp. paprika lobster, cut in chunks 
1 thisp. minced onion 2 thisps. butter 


Combine tapioca, salt, pepper, paprika, onion, 
milk and light cream in top of double boiler. 
Place over rapidly boiling water and cook 10 to 
12 minutes, stirring frequently. Add lobster and 
butter; mix. Keep over hot water 15 to 20 min- 
utes, to heat thoroughly and blend flavors. Serve 
in cups or bowls. Makes 5 cups. 


CORN EN CASSEROLE 


2 thisps. chopped % tsp. dry mustard 
green pepper 1 thisp. diced pimente 
3 tbisps. finely chopped 1% cups milk 
onion 1% cups sugar-coated 


2 thisps. butter or rice cereal 

other fa 2 cups (No. 2 can) 
2 tbhisps. flour drained canned whole 
1 tsp. salt kernel corn 


1 egg, well beaten 
1 thisp. butter, melted 
Saute green pepper and onion in 2 tablespoons 
butter until tender. Add flour and seasoning 
and stir until smooth. Add pimento. Then add 
milk gradually, stirring constantly. Cook and 
stir over medium heat until thickened. Crush 
half of the cereal; add with corn and egg to 
creamed mixture. Mix well. Turn into greased 
1‘e-quart casserole or 6 greased custard cups. 
Mix 1 tablespoon melted butter with remaining 
cereal, tossing lightly. Sprinkle over top of 
corn mixture. Bake in hot oven (400 degrees) 
about 30 minutes for casserole or about 20 min- 
utes for custard cups, or until set. Makes 6 
servings. 


HARVEST CRANBERRY SALAD 
1 thisp. unflavored desired) 
gelatin 14 cup chopped nut 
% cup water meat (if desired) 
1 qt. (4 cups) cran- 84 cup sugar 
berries % cup water 
2 small oranges 1 package (3% oz.) 
% cup diced celery (if emon gelatin 
Soak one tablespoon unflavored gelatin in 
% cup water. Wash the cranberries. Cut the 
oranges into quarters, removing the seeds. Put 
oranges and cranberries through a meat grinder, 
using medium knife. Reserve the juices. Dis- 
solve sugar in % cup water. Add lemon gelatin 
and the soaked unflavored gelatin. Stir until 
the gelatin’ is dissolved. Add the ground fruit, 
celery and nuts. Celery and ntts may be 
omitted. Place the salad in a wet mold. Chill 
until firm. 


Unmold on. lettuce leaf and top with may- 
onnaise and a prune to garnish if desired. 


A salad not made of cranberries but 
made to fit right in with the turkey 
and Thanksgiving flavors is this En- 
core Salad. Made- with raw vegeta- 
bles, the side dish even adds to the 
gaiety of the day by adding color to 
the surroundings. 


ENCORE SALAD 


package lemon- \% tsp. pepper 
flavored gelatin 2 tsp. grated onion 
package orange- 1% cups finely shredded 
flavored gelatin carrots

Stuffing Is Just as Important as the Turkey 


Good turkey stuffing is almost 
as important to the Thanksgiv- 
ing meal as the turkey itself. 

While there are countless 
ways of preparing tasty turkey 
stuffing, the general pattern is 
the same. First, there is a 


pork fried crisp, and tart apple 
cubes candied with sugar. 
Stuffings are either dryish or 
moist. The dryish stuffing is 
made of medium-dry bread 
crumbs without milk or water

In the Field of Education... 


WHO ARE TODAY'S 
CAPITALISTS? 


[me AMERICAN COLLEGE and university 
teachers are underpaid is not a novel obser- 
vation. But what has happened to the eco- 
nomic status of their profession can be put in more 
candid terms. As far as financial incentives are con- 
cerned, we nave virtually socialized the academic pro- 
fession. Teaching has become such a poorly paid 
career, with so little prospect of material reward for 
outstanding performance, that it simply does not 
attract enough highly qualified young men and 
women. 

Ironically, the Soviet Union has deliberately and 
successfully used capitalist incentives to improve its 
educational system. Although the Russians show an 
utter disregard of civil liberties, they pay their 
teachers well and confer on them all the prestige and 
privileges that Soviet society can offer. Russian pro- 
fessors, together with party officials and scientists, 
have become the privileged upper class of a sup- 
posedly classless society. 


Incentives to be a teacher 


To be a college teacher requires high intellectual 
competence and long, sometimes costly, formal 
training. Aside from the appeal of academic life, 
what incentive does college teaching offer bright 
young men and women? 

In the U.S., the average faculty salary is little more 
than the average income of industrial workers. Accord- 
ing to the National Education Association, the aver- 
age faculty salary is about $5,240. College instruc- 
tors receive $4,100, associate professors $5,730 and 
full professors $7,100. The average income of U. S. 
factory workers in 1956 was $4,580. 

Actually, workers in many industries—steel, auto- 
mobile and petroleum, for example—earn more on 
the average than college teachers. And skilled work- 
ers often earn more than full professors at some of 
our colleges and universities. 

In Russia, on the other hand, the young Soviet grad- 
uate can see that 1t pays—and pays very well—to choose 
teaching as a career. The head of a department in a 
Russian university can command a salary of about 
6,000 rubles a month.* This is about eight times the 
income of the average Russian worker, who earns 
750 rubles a month. 

The Russian professor comes off very well in 
terms of what his income will buy. It has been esti- 
mated that, based on Soviet consumption patterns, 
6,000 rubles a month is worth about $7,200 a year— 
or higher than the average professor’s salary in the 


 U. 8. Of course, it is difficult to compare living 


standards in two countries as different as the U. S. 
and Russia. But particularly in the field of science— 
where the salaries can run to 15,000 or more rubles 
a month—it is clear that the Soviet professor enjoys

a higher real income than that offered his American 
counterpart by a much more prosperous economy. 


Incentives to be a good teacher 


Russia also offers much higher premiums than the U.S, 
to those who attain distinction in teaching. Teachers at 
the university level earn significantly more than 
teachers in high schools, and university instructors 
can look forward to a sharply progressive rise in 
earning power as they advance to higher positions. 
The spread between the income of a full professor 
and the lowest academic position is greater than 
fifteen to one. In addition, full professors can earn 
a healthy bonus if they are elected to membership 


,.in the Russian Academy of Sciences. 


In the U. 8., by contrast, full professors on the 
average earn less than twice as much as beginning 
instructors. And many college professors earn less 
than public school teachers in large cities. Even a 
full professor’s pay does not compare with earnings 
in other professions or in positions in industry re- 
quiring similar training. The point was well sum- 
marized in a recent speech by Marion B. Folsom, 
Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare: “It is 


_nothing short of a national disgrace that we are 


discouraging people who want to teach by offering 
salaries that are far below the levels justified by 
their training and far below the levels which others 
are willing to pay.” 

Our colleges and yee See 


ers, find themselves in a serious predicament. Faced 
with a shortage of both funds and teachers, they 
cannot reward distinguished performances. Limited 
resources for salary increases have gone predomi- 
nantly to the lower ranks, so that an adequate num- 
ber of teachers could be retained. Meanwhile, poten- 
tially fine teachers are being siphoned off into better 
paid occupations. 

The shabby treatment of our teachers threatens to 
undermine, not only our educational standards, but 
our free enterprise system itself. There is the recent 
example of a liberal arts college which discovered 
that five of its graduating seniors were being offered 
starting salaries higher than those paid any of their 
professors. It would be surprising if experiences like 
this did not place a strain on the enthusiasm with 
which these professors deal with some key aspects 
of American capitalism. 

Also important is the role education is playing in 
the cold war with the Soviet Union. The Russians 
have made great strides in raising the quality of 
their education—particularly in science and engi- 
neering. Both the number and the technical calibre 
of their graduates are impressive, as recent Soviet 
achievements testify. These successes owe much to 
the generous economic treatment the Russians have 
given their teaching profession. 


A standard for faculty pay 


Earlier editorials in this series have outlined various 
ways American business can help relieve the finan- 
cial plight of our colleges and universities. They have 
suggested that private contributions to higher edu- 
cation should average at least $400 million a year 
over the next ten years if faculty salaries are to be 
raised to adequate levels and our colleges are to be 
able to meet increasing operating costs. 

Another standard for raising faculty salaries pro- 
posed by an American businessman is this: ““When 
a teacher’s income gets up to a point where you will 
suggest to your boy that he ought to give some 
thought to teaching as a profession, then we may be 
approaching the right figure.” 

Russia clearly has set her teaching salaries well above 
the “righi’’ figure. We are nowhere near it. What this 
adds up to is that the Communisis—not we—have 
become the shrewd capitalists in the vital field of 
education.
